RAPID DEVELOPMENTS 
CAUSE CONFUSION. 


SITUATIGN OF SOME COMPLEXITY EXISTS 
REGARDING THE ACTUAL POSITION IN 
SHANGHAI. 


When in Geneva, the League Assembly met again 
last evening, the Chinese delegate, Mr, W: W. Yen de-. 
elared that the negotiations for an armistice had 
broken down. 


’ When the Japanese delegate Mr. Matsudaira, spoke 
immediately afterwards, he read a telegram stating. 


that the Japanese military and naval commanders had{ 


signed ‘an order for all their forces to halt on their pre- 
sent positions and to cease fighting, provided the 
Chinese took similar action. 


- In the House of Commons, the Japanese order to, 
case hostilities from two p.m. Shanghai time was 
announced. 


Shanghai. press messages staie thaf the further 
meeting arranged for yesterday between the Japanese 
and Chinese authorities did not take place, but the Com- 
mander of the Chinese 19th Army is reported to have 
ordered the cessation of hostilities as from to-night. 


Some slight firing by the Chinese from their new 
positions is stated to have occurred, but it is possible 
that this may have resulted from the confusion con- 
* sequent on the rapid developments of the last few hours. 


- ‘There has ‘been no direct information from Shang- 
hai regarding the true state of affairs outside the Settle- 
ment limits since the midnight message from Reuter 
announcing the Chinese.“Cease Fire” order, and the 
silence adds to the puzzle of what is really happening. . 


JAPAN'S PEACE TERMS (MPOSSIBLE. 


Geneva, Mar, 3. 

“China tecls that the only al- 
ternative is further resistance to 
the Japanese attack and that a 
continuation of hostilities [a 
inevitable.” 

This dispiriting statement was 
made by Dr, W. W. Yen, the Chin- 
eso delegate in Geneva, this after- 
-noon, in a letter to the League 
Scereturiat, reporting the nature 
of Japan’s basic conditions ‘for 
pence. 

Dr. Yon stated that they were 
regarded by China as tantamount 
to conditions of surrender and 
were absolutely unacceptable, 


FIGHTING AGAIN? 


Addressing the Assembly meel- 
ing this afternoon, Mr, Yon said: 
“L reeret to inform you that’ the 
nogotintions in Shanghai have 
broken down and that thehting has 
re-ntarted.”’ ‘ . 

Mr. Yen attributed the break- 
down of negotiations to the failure 
of the Japanese to carry out the 
proposals agreed upon at the meet- 
ing in Admiral Kelly’s flagship on 
February 28th. The  Chinoie 
troops, he sald, had been with- 
drawn on the atrength of that 
agreement. : 


He again rend the terma of 
tho Japnnese Reply, dated to- 
day, which he said gct out condl- 
tions imposing the terms of a 
conqueror, which Chino could 
not accept. 


He appenied to the Assembly to 
-eatablish an armistice In eonformi- 
ty with the torms reached aboard 
tho British flagship, and fn con- 
formity with the aplrit of the 
League Covenant. ~ :

- JAPAN DEFENDED. 


Mr. Matsudaira, the Japanese 
Ambassador to Britain, replled to 
Mr. Yen, explaining the Japanere 
grievances nagninst China. He 
contended that Japan was justified 
in every action taken, during the 
Far Eastern trouble. , 

We said that if the danger to 
Japanese residents in the  Inter- 
national Settlement eovld — be 
removed, the Japnancae were pre- 
shred to cease hostilities im- 
mediately and withdraw their ox- 
peditlonary force to Japan. He 
read the telegram ordering the 
Japanese forces to cense fighting. 


NO AMBITIONS. ; 

Japan waa prepired to hold a 
round table conference of the 
interested Powers to safeguard 
the rights and jnterests of the 
Powers concerned. 

‘He emphasised that Japan had 
no policticn! or territorial ambi- 
tions In Shanghal, did not desire 
to establish a Japanese Settlement 
in Shanghal or any other exclusive 
privilegea, : o 

He expressed the hope that the 
present difficultics’ would soon be 
amicably composed and that the 
dark clouds hanging over, East 
Asin would soon be dispelled for 
ever, :

AFRICAN BELIEF > 
ANALYSED. 


MR. MANUK ON RELIGION » 
"OF THE BANTUS. 


‘ : 

The religious bellef of tha 
Bantua waa the subject of a lectura 
delivered by Mr. M, Manuk at the 
weekly mecting of the Theosophical 
Society last evening. Points In his 
address were that this race believes 
in ono Creator of the Universe, 
and in Wis Perfcctions, and that 
they could attnin to the aupremce 
knowledge of Him by the study of 
Nature and its worka. 

The lecturer said: . 

The Bantua of Africa in common 
with all mankind bélleve in) a 
Supreme Being the Author of all 
Creation, but the remarkable ns- 
pect of their belicf Is the purity 
of thia conception which goca, to 
prove thnt, in apite of the Iona of 
the Atlantinn civillzation, to which 
their progenitors belonged, their 
religious belief has been handed 
down almost in its original state, 
no doubt due to the fact that these 
beliefs and traditions were handed 
down orally, and were not in- 
fluenced or distorted by commen- 
tators nnd Writers about religion. 

The Supreme Being believed in 
{s known 48 Modimu or Un- 
kulunkulu. He ia the cxsence of 
all attributes and the creator of 
all things; He is imminent in His 
creation and in Man, and the 
human intelligence is an organic 
model of the Supernatural and is 
an mediam or mode of His exprea- 
stons, The Bantu believes ‘that 
min can only attain to the supreme 
knowledge of God by the atudy of 
Nature which are the attributes 
of His Naturd; and that He reveals 
himself through the operation ‘of 
phenomena and = when these 
phenomena are understood man 
will come to understand = the 
character of God, but such under- 
standing will bo subject to man’s 
limitations and intelligence. More- 
over, it Ja believed that because 
Unkulunkulu is imminent in. His 
Creation therefore all his creation 
is of equal valuc to Him, They 
regard the Jaws of nature ox the 
expression of Hia will and the 
compHance with these laws ‘as 
sufficient method of complying with 
His Wilt, also because of the im- 
minence of God In Nature man can- 
not conqucr nature but’ must live 
in compliance with it. : 

With such a conception of the 
Crentor they naturally ‘consider 
that religion is also 4 principle in 
Nature and resides in man for 
the correct guidance of his life, and 
therefore thére is no necessity for 
special religious institutions, They 
icheve that closer: touch with God 
in essential for the apiritual needs 
of man, and to this end there is 
enti blished Inman by .God a light 
(soul) «5 a. means of attaining 
that end. Religion thus forms an 
integral part of both their spiritual 
and moral life and the home {s 
considered as one's Church, so to 
speak. 

In their social intercourse the 
Bantu expect each man to conduct 
himself in a manner that shall be 
beneficial not only to himself but 
to his fellow men “also, 

The Bantu refers to the davelling 
place of God as Le Hodimu or 
“above,” but in reality they attach 
no importance to this because, 18 
stated, before, they believe in His 
omnipresence and therefore « pre- 
sent ‘in all elements both physical 
nnd super-phyaical and also in the 
human conscience according to’ His 
pleasure. ¥

In the interval 
however, he roama about the carth 
as a ghost and gets attracted by his 
physical" possessions and evil 
haunts. It is. believed, that these 
ghosts sometimes retain even the 
power of human specch. 

The Bantu lives o sort of com- 
munal life of mutual help ruled by 
the elders who can command the 
services of those younger In years 
without any remuneration. The 
members of the community are ex- 
peeted to associate with their 
equals in yeara and to respect the 
orders of thelr elders irrespective 
of their relationship. 

The Totem plays a very im- 
portant part in the life of these 


people, A’ Toten” ‘might ~“be-an |- 


animal or a bird and is venernted 
not only as an emblem to serve as 
an indiention of the original place 
to which any branch or tribe .of 


the Bantu belong but also as an}. 


emblem of praise to God for ‘his 
wondrous works of creation. Acts 
of pratae are’ performed in. the 
light of each particular totem by. 
the representative clans and 
families with devout veneration to 
God. As different animals and 
birds are to be found in different 
specified places in Africa, the res- 
pective claimants: of such animals 
or birds as their totem usually 
identify thotr places of origin with 
the places to which these animals 
and birds belong. ‘Nor instance, 
the Bakont branch.of the Bapcdi 
who are a branch of the Bantu, 
speak of their local origin -as 
Bukoni, because the Koni, their 
totem bird, is found in large num- 
bers in that area.. The Bakwena 
have for their totem the Kwena or 
crocodile. Thus the different clan 
names ore often associated and 
founded on the totem which gives 
them thelr distinguishing title and 
also the district of their origin, 
besides acting as an emblem = of 
venoration as the representative 
of the Creator on carth.

“From. the postal point of view, 
‘va are enjoying to-day very much 
vorso service than we had 20 ycara 
‘yo he declared. * ; 

“Since Rowland Hill's time there 
‘vas been stagnation and worse than 
Tagnsler ces has been a de- 
‘ine. 

“In the’ Post Office of to-day, 
here nra many aplondid men, but 
U complain about the present sys- 
tem and that it does not give them 
“he best chance.” 

Lord Wolmer said that the Post 
Nffice, a8 at present constituted, 
‘ena not up-to-date. Roferring to 
the sugacstion that tho.penny post 
should be restored, he sald: “The 
114d. post is nothing but a tax on 
correspondence.” 

In hia view, it wns a bad form 
“f'tax becnuae it was taxing what 
‘vas réally the Mfe-blood of indus- 
try—the free eomminiration be- 
tween all the members of the com- 
munity. 


Source of Revenue. 


It was dificult for the Changel- 
lor of the Exchequer to give up a 
source of revenue amounting to 
£6,000,000 or £7,000,000 n year, but 
‘tis contention was that the fact 
that the Chancellor required (and 
wns entitled to) revenue from such 
Lo grents industry was not reason, 
not argument, and not excuse for 
any waste or inefficiency in that. 
department. 

"We .claim,” continued Lord 
‘Yolmer, “that the Post Office 
should. be regarded, not as a polf- 
tleal institution, not as a Govern- 
nent department. not subigct to 
Juctuation. of political, adventure, 
but that it should be remembered 
1s whnt it fs—one of the greatest 
post offices In the world. 

“To me, it is pathetic that the 
official representatives of the great 
ataf’ employed in the business, the 
Union of Post Office Workers and 
other Trade Unionp, should have 
definitely set their face ngninst a 
proposal for reform that we have 
made. Of all the people in the 
country, the staff of the Post Office, 
from the highest to the lowest, 
have the most to gain from any in- 
crense fn the efficiency of that 
department.” 

Dealine with.telephonic services. 
Lord Wolmer said that we were 
leas telephonically-minded = than 
Teeland or Hawaii. 

“We occupy an ignominioua 
‘welfth position in this all-im- 
portant branch of communications 
with which the immedaite future 
is so closely bound up.” 


Telegraph Decline. 


The telegraph service, he said, 
was-declining every.month .and.was 
not used as a commercial instru- 
ment In this country to anything 
like the extent it might be. 

“The Post Office is presided over 
by a Minister ‘of the Crown” sa‘d 
Lord Wolmer, “who comes to the 
department knowing very litle o 


‘the business and leaves it knowing 


very little more. - In the last year 
sve huve had four postmasters 
None of them was a business man 
or an engineer, or knew the A.B.C. 
of the’department he wag called on 
to preside over. 

“The average tenure of office of 
Postmaster-General in the last 5¢ 
years has been 24 months. What 
ther business in the country could 
function under similar circum- 
stances ?"” :

The Disarmament Conference. 


It should hardly be necessary 
World Dis- 
armament Conference—more cor- 
reetly, the First General Confer- 
ence for the Limitation and 
Federation of Armaments —which 
ia’ now in session at Geneva, fs-the 
outcome of twelve years’ prepara-, 
tory work by the League of Na- 
tions, The chief basis of discus- 
sion, during the next few months, 
ix the comprehensive draft dis- 
armament treaty, drawn up by the 
League's Preparatory Disarma- 
ment Commission between 1926 
and 1930, and the object is to fill 
in this skeleton agreement with 
figures. Sixty-four countries are 
attending the Conference. The 
majority are members. of the 
League of Nations. The non- 
members represented Include the 
United States of America and 
Russia. It is ensy to, summarise 
the attitude of the Great Powers 
Great Britain, 
as her statesmen have frequently 
declared, is ready for all-round 
disarmament if other nations will 
play their part. There can be no 
question of unilateral disarma- 
ment. Germany, compulsorily 
disarmed under the Treaty of 
Versailles, reiterates that the 
time has come for all countries 
to fulfil their disarmanment pledges. 
Both the United States and Italy 
seem ready for all-round reduc- 
tions, if the scheme {8 general. 
Russia welcomes general reduc- 
tions, for the simple reason that 
a long perlod of peace is essential 
for the realisation of the Five 
Yeurs Plan of industrial develop- 
ment which (aa Mr. Bernard Shaw 
remarks) ia rapidly becoming a 
fifty years’ plan. France, how- 
ever, is still harping upon the 
old theme of security, and wants 
definite guarantecs of mutual as- 
sistance before she will consont 
to disarm. The course of the 
Conference is roughly following 
the procedure at the annual As- 
semblica of the League of Nations. 
After the opening general debate, 
the Conference has aplit up into 
a number of committees, where 
tho hard work is being done. Each 
has its own particular pigconhols, 
e.g. military, naval or aerial ques- 
tions, or budgetary limitation, and 
later there will bea co-ordination 
commission.

“IN THE RACE.

Y CHIEF PURPOSE for the 

next twenty years, if I have 

them, and for the forty yeara 
after that, if I have them, will bo 
to Hve, by which I menn more than 
not to dic, and In that living there 
will probably be some effort to im- 
prove other people, that is, to make 
them do what [ think would be 
geod for them. ; 

I will deal here with thinking 
und purpose, not practical, xovern-

Kirsf, I long .to persunde every 
Othello who believes that te in 
honest {hat he is «a more danger- 
ous villian than the Inge who re- 
cognises his own villainy, for cer- 
tainly during the next tweaty years 
conscious Vilnins are gomg to do 
very Httle harm. 

The world appears us a masa of 
little brnsa bands earnestly trying 
to otttblast each other, and it seems 
that in their earnestness they will 
ali succeed. Yet the real differen- 
ces of purpose are not great. 

We have learned how to Ket food 
and clothing from the ends of the 
earth, but not how to think 
straight. If we must have demo- 
eracy, agreement would be easier 
if we knew why we hate what we 
hate, and to discover that I want 
to end ‘two obstructing tryrannies 
—the tyranny of emotional worda 
and the tyranny of sentimentality. 

Here are some of the words I 
want to dethrone—decency, worker, 
Christian, freedom, Socialist, beau- 
tiful, gentleman, patriotism, equa- 
lity, notional, high-brow, vice, 
righta, Every one of these has ter- 
rifying emotional power, and is 
freely used. A little examination 
shows that not one of them means 
what it says and all of them con- 
cenl shabby thought and feeling. 

I suggest that these words must 
be put in their proper place to 

ake possible the unemotional 
thinking which should govern im- 
portant action, I realise now that 
{ wrote “democracy” a few lines 
back, .hoping to stir a slight 
emotion os well as to mention a 
form of government, the use wan 
therefore dishonest. There the 
dishonesty was not important, but 
elsewhere the substitution of emo- 
tlonal Innguage for honest report, 


birth control aot Lamboth. The 
failed to find a principle on which 
to make a decision because thoy 
hesitated between theocracy and 
humanitarianism, so that their cau- 
tious “better not” ‘gave the im- 
prenion. that they: wished the pro- 
lem did not exist at-all, and that 
it was much caster to bo a binhop 
before the war.

200 M.P.H. 


ORDER PLACED BY 
MINISTRY. 


Express mail aeroplanes rushing 
throngh the upper afr at hoights 
of 12,000 feet. in 800-mile stages, 
and at speeds of anything up to 
200 mo.h. will become a feature 
of the British air services goon. 


The Air Ministry has decided 

to order a machine designed ex- 
pressly for this kind of work—a 
Boulton and Paul twin-engined, 
specialised, mali-carrying acro- 
plane. It represents a radical de- 
parture fron’ conventional com- 
mercial air-craft, and will lead to 
certain alterations in the system 
of organisation throughout the 
Empire lines, so that mails and 
pagsengors travel separately, 
. The une of this new aircraft will, 
it is hoped, make possible the 
halving of the times taken for tha 
nir ma‘lx to be currled to the dis- 
tant parts of the Empire. 


Designed R.A.F. Bomber. 


The machine design 1s duc te 
the genius of Mr. John North, 
derbrner cof the only twin-ensgined 
day bomber used by the Royal Air 
Force, imd ia one of the most in- 
teresting seen in recent yenrs, 

ois strenmlined with the care 
of a Schneider Trophy racer, and 
the two powerful engines are 
mounted in the wings and sure 
rounded with Townend rings to 
reduce fre The nyines  nre 
super-charged so that they are 
able to vive their full output of 
power at the working altitude of 
more than 10,000ft. 

The range of the machine in 
stil air will be 1,000 miles, and 
the load of mails will be 2,0001b. 


The mails will be packed in the f. 


fuselage, and, in the extreme nose, 
two pilota will be seated. 

Wireless will be enrried so that 
long distances can be flown in safety 
above clouds and fog. Another 
safety precaution cnlled for by the 
Alr Ministry is the ability to fly 
with one engine stopped at 6,000ft. 
with ‘the ‘full load of mails, 

The minimum cruising speed 
called for by the Air Ministry is 
150 miles:an hour; but the top 
speed is to be as high as possible. 


195 M.P.H. Speed, _ 


‘The top speed of the Boulton and 

Paul which the Air Minmestry have 
decided to order is calculated at 
195 m.p.ht 

The under-carriage iy inter- 
changeable with a float under- 
carrjage, which would be required 
for sections of the Empire lines 
such as that across the Mediter- 
ranean, 

Construction and testing will 
tuke about a year. When the ma- 
chines are introduced. into . the 
regular lines, mails and passenger 
traffic will be separated. At pre- 
sent, the mails go in the passenger 
machines, and ax these machines 
are designed primarily to give, 
speeds ure relatively low and their 
range short, 

Moreover, passengers do not like 
being flown for very long stretches 
on end, and ar2 tigually averse from 
night ving, The express mail J 
carrier type will fly by night and 
is designed with a low landing 
speed expressly for that purpase. 

Great Britain at present operates 
the longest commercial air Jine in 
the world. Criticism has, how- 
ever, been directed at the slowness. 
of hor mail services. The new ma- 
chine will be an answer to that 
criticiam. 

The Air Mintstry decision has 
been possible only as a result of 
the retardation of the work on the 
Inrge flying boat. Certain econo- 
mies were called for from the Air 
Ministry and it was necessary to 
choose between retarding work on 
the flying boat or abandoing the 
building of the express mail-plane.

CAPT. DOUGLAS. | 


_ NEW COMMANDER OF 
~  EMPRESS.OF JAPAN. -* 


Gifted anilor, erstwhile explorer and 
non of a distinguished British army 
surgeon whose explotts earned him 
“the Victorin Cross, auch is Captain 
Lionel Dalo Douglas, R.N.R., R.D., 
present commander of the Empress of 
Asia, who wilh succeed Captain 
Samuel Robinson, C.B.E., R-N.R., R-D., 
as commander of the Crnadlan 
Pacific's 20,000-ton Empreas of Japan 
on the Iatter’s retirement in April. 


He is a man who turned to the rea 
at an carly age, when it might have 
been expected he would follow his 
father in a military career. Born at 

ichmond, Yorkshire, son of Colonel 
Campbell Mellis Douglas, V.C., dis- 
tinguished surgeon with the British 
military corps, who, in 1872, sanved 
the British punitive oxpedition in the 
Andsman Inlands from annihilation 
by running ammunitlon to tho be- 
lengured troops under a withering 
enemy fire, L. D.. Douglas, a8 a youth, 
sought rberention in yachts an 
canoes, leading eventually to an ap- 
prenticeship on H.M.S, Conway. 


Hin Conway time completed, he 
Joined the four-masted barque Filber- 
horn, and in three and a half yenrs 
auiled six times around the Horn, a 
guaty and two-fisted Introiluction to 
the sen Hf ever there wascone, Tt wis 
with this ship that he visited the 
Pitenirn Islands, an experience he 
han never forgotten. On" there 
remote Idanda dwelt descendants of 
tho mutincers who deserted the H.MLS, 
Rounty forty yenra previously, They 
were a motely lot, as Captain Douglas 
recalln them, blonde Britinhern and 
dusky nntives, and somehow — these 
song and daughters of the revolu- 
tlonary tars had “ot retigion,” and 
pestered officers and omen of the 
Silberhorn te demand if “they had 
neon the light.” 


Not Having Any. 


“They would rush at you and anyt 
‘Brother, Are You Saved???" Cape 
thin Douglas describes it, “and you 
well may imagine how the rough and 
ready fo'e'nle hands on the Silberhorn 
accepted such fiterest in thelr 
spiritual welfare, Their customary 
reply was ow atream of — blistering 
expletives, delivered with anilorly 
KkG, whiels left the amazing natives 
of the Pitenirna not a litte baffled and 
awed,” 


Captain Douglas left the — Silber- 
born for steam, entering the Clan 
Line of Glasgow and sailing to India. 
Later he sailed from New | York to 
‘South Africa with supplies for Boer 
War troops and the ports of Cape. 
town, Port EXzabeth and Port Natal 
were so congested aa the reault: of 
the bustling marino netivity brought 


about by the war, that it took then’ 


six months to land their cargo, 


In the meantime, Captain Douglas, 
with an academic interest in his pro: 
fexsion, improved the hours of 
enforced idlenean by writing his 
master’s tieket and being promoted, 
aan result, from third mate to extra- 
master’s certifiente, A two months’ 
course with the Royal Navy followed, 
and in 1905 he took a three months’ 
transfer to ‘the Canadian Pacific 
stenmships on the Atlantic, and 
came afterwards to the Pacific ficet, 
serving successively on the Empress 
of India, Emproxs of Chinn and Eme, 
pross of Japan, 


Shared Expedition. 


Hore follawed, however, an inter: 
esting Interlude in his career, as he 
enbarked on a omineral-secking ex: 
pedition into the Bad Lands of 
Northern Cannda., Tales had com 
fram the Eskimos concerning natl 
copper lying like boulders along the 
Arede Coast, Sir John Franklin, in 
TR25, had seen the natives using this 
motal, removed pleeemeal from the 
ground in making spears, arrowheads 
and knives, and it was believed 
millions of tons of it were there for 
the taking. Mining interests were

Despite hardships. of all kinds, 
Captain Douglas and his  asrsoclates 
mannged to achieve a geographical 
survey, Which to-day, twenty years 
later, remains the standard map for 
the district. This is duo in no small 
measure to Captain Douglas and his 
akill ns a geographer and pathfinder, 
no work at which he seemed equally at 
home, elther on Jand or sen. 


In the North, during this expedition: 
they lived for a time with John 
Hornby, “Hermit of the Arctic,” who 
recently starved to death with his 
entire party: they visited with  ex- 
plorers Rndford and Stroot, who Inter 
were murdered by hostile Eskimos, 
and shared hardships with the 
missionaries, Le Roux and Rowviore.

AIM- OF EDUCATION. 


INTERESTING LECTURE AT 
THE UNIVERSITY. | 


An Interesting lectura entitled 
“Tho Aim of Education’ was de- 
livered by Dr. William P, Merrill, 
the Minister of Brick Church, New 
York City, nt the University Union 
Assembly Room yesterday evening, 
under the auspiées of the Hong- 
kong University Christian Associa- 
tion. a : 


Dr. Merrill said perhaps it ap- 
peared presumptuous of him to 
speak on the subject of education 
ns he waa not an educationalist but 
only a preacher, but somet!mes it 
was better for an outafder to glvo 
his views.. Therefore his lecture 
would not be o technical one, but 
one given from a thoroughly 
practical and personal © point of 
view. 


The aim of education, wont on 
the speaker, wan “to ehable one 
to Ive well-In a kind of a world 
In which one will havo to live.” 
Like ‘all genernl statements, this 
needed explanation. To Ive well 
meant ‘not mercly to live happily, 
comfortably or, successfully, Dut 
ulso to lve masterfully, helpfully. 
victorlously, dolng one’s full share 
to help a world to change from wnat 
it is into what it ought to be. It 
wha not ensy to see clearly .one's 
own kind of world, Jt was 
especlally dificult out here whore 
vant changes take placo with 
amazing rapidity. 


There were two outstanding 
characteristics in this world. One 
was self-expression and the other 
co-operation. One could .not help 
but be struck by the growing ten- 
dency of sclf-expression. In these 
days, one wanted to be free, to be 
oneself and not o slave to tradi- 
tions; not to be dominated by 
others; to cultivate individualism, 
and not merely copies. All these 
tendencies were all to-the xood; it 
was magnificent and helped to make 
for an incomparably richer world. 


Tho present world was a, world 
of vast co-operation on a sctile un- 
dreamed of. Small ' business 
merged with other business; banks 
merged with’ banks, corporationa 
merged with other corporations to 
make a better world. 


The spenker also stressed — the 
value of faith in God. Faith 
played large part In the success 
of one'n life. He reminded the 
audience of what Sir Philip Glbbs 
sald about three years ago. “The 
World must recover God, or go to 
the Devil.” 


At the conclusion of the lecture, 
Mr. Cheung Shiu-tong, who pre- 
sided, moved a yote of thanks to 
Dr. Merril) for his interesting talk.

AFRICAN BELIEF 
ANALYSED. , 


MK. MANUK ON RELIGION 
OF THE LANTUS, 


Tho religious. belief of tho 
Bantus was the’ subjcet of a lecture 
delivered by Mr. M, Manuk at the 
weokly meeting of the Theosophical 
Society last evening, Points In his 
address were that this raco believes 
in one Creator of the Universe, 
and in His Perfections, nnd that 
they could attain to the supreme 
knowledge of Him by the study uf 
Nature and its works. 

The lecturer said: 

The Rantus of Africa in common 
with all mankind believe in a 
Supreme Being the Author of all 
Creation, but the remarkable  ng- 
pect: of their belief is the purit' 
of thia conception which goes to 
prove that, in spite of the loss of 
the Atlantian civilization, to which 
thetr progenitors belonged, their 
religious belief haa been handed 
down almost in its. original state, 
no doubt due to the fact that these 
beliefs and traditions were handed 
down orally and were not’ in- 
fluenced or distorted by commen- 
tatora and writers about religion. 

The Supreme Being believed in 
is known as Modimu or Un- 
kulunkulu. He ia the essence of 
all attributes und the creator of 
all things; He is imminent in Ilia 
creation and in) Man, and the 
human intelligence is oan organic 
model of the Supernatural and is 
a medlum or mode af His expres- 
sions, The Bantu belfeves that 
man can only attain to the supreme 
knowledge of God by. the study of 
Nature which are the attributes 
of His Nature; and that He reveals 
himscl{f through the operation of 
phenomena and whon these 
phenomena are understood man 
will come to understand the 
character of God, but such under- 
standing will bo subject to man’s 
limitations and intelligence. More- 
over, it Is believed that because 
Unkulunkulu ia imminent in ‘Hie 
Creation therefore all his creation 
ja of equal value to Him. They 
regard the laws of nature as the 
expression of His will and the 
compHance with these Jaws as 
sufficient method of complying with 
His Will, also because of the {m- 
minence of God in Nature man can- 
not conquer nature but must live 
in compliance with it. 

With such n conception of the 
Creator they naturally consider 
thal religion is also a principle in 
Nature and resides in man. for 
the correct guidance of his life, and 
therefore there is no necessity for 
speciat religious institutions. They 
bcheve thnt closer touch with God 
is cusential’ for the spiritual needs 
of man, and to this end there is 
established In man by God a light 
(soul) as a means of attaining 
that end. Religion thus forms an 
integral part of both their spiritual 
and moral life and the home is 
considered as one’s Church, so to 
speak. 

In their social intercourse the 
Bantu expect each man to conduct 


himself in a manner that shall be |. 


beneficial not only to himself but 
to his fellow men also. 

* The Bantu refare to tha dwelling 
place of God as Le Hodimu = or 
“above,” but in reality they attach 
no-importance to this because, as 
stated, before, they believe in His 
omnipresence and therefore  pre- 
sent in all elements both physical 
and super-physical and also in the 
human conscience according to His 
plensure. 

Man is considered to be capable 
of progress and understanding 
but such progress to be very slow 
and to take considerable time for 
Its complete develonment and the 
appreciation of the purpose for 
which he has been created. Man 
being created in comman with all 
nature and the Universe they be- 
lieve that he like the Universe is 
tmmortal and that Birth and Death 
are just stages in life's progress. 
Death Is not feared but considered 
aa a necessary change in material 
aspect for a spiritun! existence and 
a fuller expression which in time 
will bring one nearer perfection, 

Soul's Immortality. 

Life difficulties and trials are 
looked upon os having specific pur- 
pose for man’s development and 


training, so as to teach him how to 
govern himself and how to endure

PIRACY OF A JUNK, | 


ARMED MEN SAIL AWAY 
WITH STOLEN VESSEL. 


Details of a piracy in British 
waters, In which a junk and cargo 
valued at more than $700 were 
stolen; have been reported to the 
police, 

According to Leung Hok-lau, 
master of ao trading junk, ho loft 
Un Loong on February 24 for his 
home in tho Nantao district, with 
a crew of two. During the day 
he anchored in a cove in Chinese 
waters to shelter from heavy rain, 
ho and the fokica falling asleep, 
About 2 am. on Fobruary 25 ho 
was awakened by sounds, and 
peering through tho hatchwry 
anw four men armed with rev }- 
vers, Who threatened him. He im- 
med{ately pulled the hatch céver. 
ing, and heard the men Lift the 
anchor and aail away, 

After an hour the pirates 
ordered them on deck, and afte: 
putting Leung and the fokies 
ashore, aailed away with the junk. 
The three men found they were 
in the Nim Wan district, and re- 
ported thefr loss na soon as they 
could.

to one’s proficiency one is given 
a position both here and herenfter 
for helping others on carth and of 
becoming: a co-worker with God 
hereafter, They consider that 
Knowledge is inseparable from the 
human soul and continuca with the 
soul after the death of the 
physical body. 

They have no definite conception 
of the abode of the departed but 
thease are said to live somewhere 
in the Universe where they are 
assigned subordinate positions 
under the supervision of God and 
are thus able to intercede with God 
for mankind. They continue as 
human spirits and kecp in touch 
with their earthly relatives, hence 
a man's acts should be so conducted 
as to plense the tiving as well na 
the dead. The Bantu believes that 
after death man i; reclieved from 
his evil physical cesires and his 
outlook becomes more enlightened 
and ceases to do evil or think evil. 
Therefore there can be no evil 
spirits, but because of man’s evil 
deeds on earth, the apirit is some- 
times banished from the spiritual 
world for a term of ycars, to be re- 
admitted later. In the interval 
Nowever, he roams about the carth 
asa ghost and geta attracted by his 
physical possessions = and evil 
haunts. It is belleved that these 
ghosts sometimes retain even the 
power of human speech. 

The Bantu lives a sort of com- 
munal life of-mutual help ruled by 
the elders who can command the 
services of those younger in years 
without any remuneration. The 
members of the community are ex- 
pected to associnte with their 
equals [n years and to respect the 
orders of their clders irrespective 
of their relationship. 

The Totem plays avery Im- 
portant part In the life of these 
people. A Totem might be an 
animal or-n bird and js venerated 
not only ag an emblem to serve as 
an‘indiention of the original place 
to which any branch on tribe of 
the Bantu’ belong but-aluo as an 
emblem of praise to God for hia 
wondrous works of crention. Acts 
of praiso are performed in the 
light of ench particular totem by 
the  represcntative clans. and 
families with devout veneration to 
God. As different animals and 
birds are to be found in different 
specified places in Africa, the res- 
pective claimants of auch animals 
or birds as their totem usually 
identify tholr places of orlgin with 
the places to which these animals 
and birds belong. For instance, 
the Bakont branch of the Bapedi 


who are a branch of the Bantu, |. 


speak of ‘their local origin :as 
Bukonl, because the Konl, their 
totem bird, js found in large num- 
bers in that area. The Bakwena 
have for their fotem the Kwena or 
crocodile. Thus the different clan 
names are’ often asaccilated and 
founded on the totem which glves 
them their distinguishing title and 
also the district of their origin, 
besides acting as an emblem. of 
ventration as the representative 
of the Creator on earth.

The assertion that the postal 
yervice of this country has not ad- 
nea! from the position in which 

was left by Rowland Hill 60 
oan ago was made by Lord Wol- 
mer, Assistant Postmnster-Genernl 
a the Inst Conservative admints- 
ration, speaking in London recent- 
y. 

“From the rostal point of view, 
ve are enjoying to-day very much 
vorne service than we had 20 years 
wo” he declared. 

“Since Rowland Hill's time there 
‘ns been stagnation and worse than 
aca a has been .n de- 
line. 

“In the .Post Office of to-day, 
‘ere are many aplend!d men, but 
1 complain about the present sys- 
tem and that It does hot: give them 
she bert chance.” 

Lord Wolmer said that the Post 
MMee, as at present conatituted,

he suggestion that the penny post 
howld he restored, he anid: “The 
UAd. post ia nothing but a tax on 
correspondence,”

I will deal here with thinking 
and purpose, not practical, govern- 
ment, partly because, owing to the 
gonerosity of my father and mo- 
ther, I have had twenty yenra in 
which to think and find a purpose, 
‘and owing to the wisdom of other 
peopl, none jin which to goavern, 
and) partly because — thinking 
straight seems a reasonable pre- 
liminary to government. 

First, I long, to persuade every 
Othello who believes that he fs 
honest that he is a more danger- 
ous villlan than the Iago who re- 
cognises hia own villainy, for cer- 
tainly during the next tweaty years 
conscious villains are going te do 
very little harm. 

The world appears us a mass of 
little brass bands earnestly trying 
to oulblast each other, and it seems 


that tn their edrnestness they will» 


ali succeed, Yet the real differen. 
tes of purpose are not great. 

We have learned how to get food 
and clothing from the ends of the 
earth, but not how to think 
sstraiht. If we must have demo- 
cracy, agreement would be easier 
if we knew why we hate what we 
hate, and to discover that I want 
to end two obstructing tryrannies 
—the tyranny of emotional words 
and the tyranny of sentimentality. 

Here ure some of the words I 
want to dethrone—decency, worker, 
Christian, freedom, Socialist, beuu- 
tiful, gentleman, patriotism, equa- 
lity, national, high-brow, vice, 
righta. Every one of these has ter- 
rifying emotional power and is 
frecly used. A little examination 
shows that not one of them’ means 
what it anys and all of them con- 
ceal shabby thought and fecling. 

I suggest that these words must 
be put in their proper place to 
make possible the - unemotional 
thinking which should govern im- 
portant action. I realise now that 
I wrote “democracy” a few lines 
back, hoping to stir ao alight 
emotion as well as to mention ao 
form of government, the use was 
therefore dishonest. ~ There the 
dishonesty was not Smportant, but 
elsewhere the substitution of emo- 
tional language for honest report, 
both on the British and Indian side, 
is preventing peace in India. : 

Now for sontimentality, by which 
I mean an unwillingness to accept 
change. This is a habit of in- 
atitutions. The Established Church 
and the Public Schools aro losing 
influence because of thelr unwill- 
ingness to recognise the result of 
the tremendous disillusionment of 
the war and the spread of the cult

It is England's curse that she 
hos such a fine Inurel bush to sit 
on: even the lesa susceptible in- 
dustry vuffers from relying on pro- 
dlucts, methods, and markets which 
used to be profitable. 

IT am leas concerned by parti- 
ewiur faults than by the present 
tyranny of the habit of sentimen- 
tality, which ensily becomes fatal- 
ism, and F believe it is the duty 
of anyone who Ix not content with 
either sentimentality or - fatalism 
to search for the only cure, an in- 
stitutional and personal — faith 
which can -stmplify purpose and 
solve the disastrous pettiness of 
clique-propaganda.

fectives In the country hag doubled 
in:25 years, .and less. by the news 
that so many million Africans or 
Asiatics are no longer governed 
from Whitehall. 

At homo we have no clash of 
races; we are devoted to athlotic ~ 
sport, we have a strong social feel- 
ing which I think works through 
the senses rather than the intel- 
lect. I belleve we can find har- 
mony of purposo in devotion to 
physical and mental culture of the 
race if we can reject the ghost of 
the class ereed of Church, Society. 
and Empire, and {ts habitual hun- 
ger for ordering people nbout. It 
only lends to Socialism.

INTERESTING LECTURE AT 
THE UNIVERSITY. 


An interesting lecture entitled 
“The Aim of Education” was de- 
livered by Dr. Willinm P. Merrill, 
the Minister of Brick Church, New 
York City, at the University Union 
Aasembly Room yesterday evening, 
under the auspices of the Hong- 


kong University Christian Associn-_ 


tion. 


Dr. Merrill said perhaps it ap- 
peared presumptuous of him to 
apeak on the subject of education 
ns he waa not an cducationalist but 
only a preacher, but’ sometimes it 
was better for an outsider to give 
hia views. Therefore his lecture 
would not be a technical one, but 
one stiven from u thoroughly 
practical “and peraonal point of 
view. 


The nim of education, went on 
the spenker, was “to enable one 
to live well In a kind of a world 
in which one will have to live.” 
Like all general statements, this 
needed explanation, To lve well 
meant not merely to lve happily, 
comfortably or atieccasfully, but 
also to live masterfully, helpfully, 
victorioualy, doing one’s full share 
tv help a world to chanjre from wnat 
it js into what ft eught to be. It 
was not ensy to sce clearly one’s 
own kind of world, Tt was 
especially difeutt out here where 
vast changes take — place with 
amazing rapidity. 


There were two outstanding 
characteristics in this world, One 
was self-expression and the other 
co-uperation. One could not help 
but be atruck by the growing ten- 
dency of self-expression. In these 
days, one wanted to be free, to be 
oneself and not a alave to tradi- 
tions; not to be dominated — by 
others; to cultivate individualism, 
and not merely copies. All these 
tendencies were all to the ood: it 
was magnificent and helped to make 
for an incomparably richer world. 


The present world was a world 
of vast co-operation on a scale une 
dreamed of. Small business 
merged with other business; banks 
merged with banks, corporations 
merged with other corporations to 
make a better. world. 


The speaker ulso stressed the 
value of faith in God. Faith 
played a large part in the success 
of one’s life. He reminded the 
audience of what Sir Philip Gibbs 
raid about three years ago. “The 
World must recover God, or go to 
the Devil.” 


At the conclusion of the lecture, 
Mr., Cheung Shiu-tong, who pre- 
sided, moved & vote of thanks to 
Dr. Merrill for his interestiig talk.
